The United Professors of California and the 
Congress of Faculty Associations are battling to 
become the sole collective bargaining agents for the 
20,600 CSUC academic employees 


In addition, CFA rejected UPC's proposed 
merger of the two organizations before the 
collective bargaining election, which could be held 
as early us November, citing differences in 
Organizational ideology and style, according to CFA 
President William Crist 

The State Hornet polied a few CSUS professors 
about their opinions on collective bargaining and 
the merger 

Citing lack of professionalism exhibited by union 
people and union bargaining, CSUS Associate 
Professor of physics Charlies Newcomb said he 
considers the idea of collective bargaining 
degrading 

“I think of myself as a professional type rather 
than arguing whether to get 10 or 15 more minutes or 
how long a telephone cord you get.” Newcomb 
explained. “It's degrading in a way” 

On the other side, Newcomb continued, “unless 
we can organize in a block, we get run over in the 
world” 

Newcomb, a former UPC member expiained he 
‘did not care” for the “tactics” and the people 
running UPC 

Although Newcomb said he is stil! undecided on 
the matter of collective bargaining, he contends that 


the unions will have to merge, rather than fight each

We plant peas, swiss chard. lettuce carrots 
broccoli — things that are associated with salads In 
the early Spring we are able to harvest a lot of these 
We spend all of March getting ready once again 
cleaning up the beds, and adding more organic 
material. About the first of April we put in the 
summer vegetabies — squash, watermelons. beans 
tomatoes, peppers and beets 


The class learns to grow vegetabies, flowers and 
herbs by using the biodynamic/French intensive 
method of gardening, a combination of two plant 
growing techniques. The biodynamic/French inten 
$ive method was brought to the United States in the 
‘60s by an Englishman, Alan Chadwick. who is res 
ponsible for combining the two methods. At the 
University of California at Santa Cruz he ex 


berimented. and was able to grow flowers and 
vegetables where nothing but poison oak had 
Imrived 

. 


* The biodynamic/French intensive method differs 
from traditional row planting in several ways. The 
beds are wide (usually 3 to 6 feet) s0 that the soil is 
Joose and uncompacted and can allow air, moisture 
warmth and nutrients to readily penetrate the soil 
Unlike row planting, the large beds (the class’ beds 
are 30 feet long by 4 feet wide) do not flood easily 
and thus tear the soil away from the roots. The 
breadth of the beds does not allow the soil to com- 
pact a8 quickly as the narrow rows do. which 
facilitates crop growth

Anderson, who has been teaching the class for 
three years, has something new this semester in the 
garden. “This spring we received a gift from the 
paimology department at UC Davis — three 
beautiful plum trees. They're all leafed out and we're 
very excited about them. Since we primarily have 
just vegetabies and flowers, it is nice to have 
something permanent. It'll be three to four years 
before we have plums but each year we'll learn how 
to prune the trees and we'll watch them grow up
